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CROP  PROSPECTS 


IHEA.T 

Harvesting  of  wheat  in  Canada  is  nearing  completion  under  favor- 
able weather  conditions.    Early  threshing  results  show  variable  yields 
with  grades  running  1  and  2  in  the  prairie  provinces,  according  to  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Report  of  August  24. 

Wheat  production  estimates  now  available  from  IS  countries  of 
Europe  indicate  an  increase  of  more  than  200,000,000  bushels  over  the 
harvests  of  the  same  countries  last  year.     Data  are  still  lacking  for 
some  of  the  larger  producers  including  France,  but  conditions  in  these 
countries  have  been  generally  favorable  and  it  appears  that  production 
will  be  at  least  equal  to,  if  not  in  excess  of,  the  estimated  produc- 
tion of  last  year.     The  combined  production  of  five  countries  of  the 
LoweT  Danube,  which  includes  one  of  the  most  important  surplus  producing 
areas  of  Europe,  outside  of  Russia,  amounts  to  335,247,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  240,315,000  bushels  for  the  same  countries  last  year. 

Wheat  crops  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  are  promising  and  a  rec- 
ord acreage  is  indicated.     It  is  still  several  months,  however,  until 
the  beginning  of  harvest  in  these  countries.     The  area  sown  to  wheat  in 
Argentina  is  now  placed  at  18,829,000.     This  is  the  largest  Argentine 
wheat  acreage  ever  reported.     This  year  the  crop  was  seeded  uader  fav- 
orable conditions  and  the  moisture  supply  to  date  has  been  satisfactory. 
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RYE 

Rye  production  in  countries  that  produce  35  per  cent  of  the 
world  crop  exclusive  of  Prussia  shows  an  increase  of  more  than  245, 000, 000 
"bushels  or  40  per  cent  over  last  year.     The  aggregate  production  of  15 
European  countries  showsan  increase  of  ahout  250,000,000  "bushels.  The 
German  rye  crop  this  season  is  larger  than  that  of  any  postwar  year  al- 
though it  is  still  somewhat  "below  the  prewar  average.     The  Polish  crop 
this  year  is  larger  than  that  of  any  postwar  year  and  also  above  the  pre- 
war average  for  the  same  territory. 


BARLEY 

Harvesting  of  the  "barley  crop  is  nearing  completion  under  gen- 
eral favorable  conditions  in  the  countries  of  the  northern  Hemisphere. 
Supplies  of  new  crop  grain  are  reported  to  "be  coming  into  lanubian  ports 
and  estimates  of  production  received  from  15  countries  of  Europe  show  an 
increase  of  ahout  60.000,000  bushels  or  nearly  14  per  cent  over  the  same 
countries  last  year.     Little  information  is  available  on  the  quality  of 
the  crop  harvested  but  a  recent  report  from  Rumania  states  that  the 
quality  of  early  samples  is  good  and  in  general  of  full  average  natural 
weight;  .  • 

No  report  has  yet  been  received  for  the  Egyptian  barley  crop  but 
the  combined  production  of  Morocco,  Algeria  and  Tunis  show  an  increase 
of  17,000,000  bushels  over  that  of  last  year.     Although  barley  is  used 
to  some  extent  as  a  bread  grain  in  these  countries  and  also  for  feed 
purposes  it  seems  likely  that  a  good  portion  of  the  increase  reported 
will  be  available  for  export.  ■  - 


OATS 

The  oats  crop  promises  to  be  somewhat  better  than  last  year  al- 
though it  is  considerably  below  the  good  harvest  of  1923.     European  pro- 
duction including  estimates  of  15  countries  shows  an  increase  of 
70,000,000  bushels  over  last  year.

SUGAR 

Hie  probable  "beet  sugar  production  of  Europe  for  the  coming  season 
based  on  the  present  condition  of  the  sugar  beet  crop  is  estimated  by  Dr. 
Gustav  Mikusch  at  8,152,000  short  tons  of  raw  sugar.     The  estimated  produc- 
tion last  year  was  7,645,000  short  tons. 

European  sugar  beet  prospects  are  generally  favorable.     Reports  from 
England  are  very  promising.     Sugar  beet  plantings  in  Russia  have  increased 
one-third  and  the  favorable  condition  of  the  crop  indicates  an  increase  in 
production,  according  to  a  trade  Journal. 

Insect  damage  to  the  sugar  beet  crop  of  the  province  of  Saragossa, 
the  principle  beet  sugar  producing  region  of  Spain,  is  reported  by  Consul 
J.   S.  Calvert.     In  some  districts  the  loss  is  calculated  at  40  per  cent. 
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The  first  estimate  of  British  India  cane  sugar  acreage  for  1925-26 
is  placed  by  The  Secretary,  Sugar  Bureau  of  the   City         of  Pasa,  at  2,542,000 
acres  compared  with  2,532,000  acres  last  season. 

A  crop  shortage  in  Peru  due  to  disastrous  floods  in  sugar  cane 
tricts  in  March  and  April  is  reported  by  Consul  C.  E.  Guyau'c. 

No  revisions  or  new  estimates  have  been  received  by  the  Department  on 
the  beet  sugar  area  or  beet  sugar  production.  Estimates  previously  received 
are  summarized  below:

COTTON 

Cotton  planting  in  the  Eastern  Province  of  Uganda  began  in  May  and 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily  with  good  germination,   states  Consul  warren  at 
Nairobi.     In  the  Buganda  Province,  planting  began  in  May  and  was  camel  cn 
actively  in  June.     In  some  sections  dry  weather  hindered  sowing.  Planting 
has  begun  in  the  Northern  Province  but  rainfall  has  been  slight  generally. 
In  the  Western  Province  there  was  heavy  rain  in  June,  causing  considerable 
damage  to  the  crop. 

In  the  Matamoras  consular  district  of  Mexico  up  to  August  22  the  cot- 
ton harvesting  season  was  more  than  half  over,  according  to  Vice  Consul 
Krausse.     Acreage  is  25  per  cent  greater  than  last  year,  and  production  11, SCO 
bales  of  478  pounds  net  or  more  than  2,000  bales  above  the  estimate  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season.     The  outlook  for  a  second  or  top  crop  is  poor  sirce 
it  is  reported  that  the  drought  weakened  the  plants  to  such  an  extent  a.s  to 
make  it  practically  impossible  for  them  to  bear  a  second  crop  even  though 
rain  should  occur  within  the  next  few  days.

ELAX 

The  Argentina  flax  acreage  is  estimated  at  5,710,000  acres,  according 
to  a  cahle  received  September  5,  an  increase  of  310,000  acres  as  compared  with 
a  previous  estimate  of  5,400,000  acres.     The  flax  acreage  seeded  for  the  1925- 
26  crop  is  larger  than  that  of  any  preceding  year  with  the  exception  of  1924-25 
when  the  acreage  seeded  amounted  to  6,323,000  acres.     The  acreage  harvested  last 
year,  however,  due  to  drought  and  locust  damage  amounted  to  only  5,379,000  acres. 


HOPS 

Hop  picking  has  "begun  in  Kent,  England  and  a  full  average  yield  is  ex- 
pected there  hut  in  many  counties  prospects  are  less  favorable.     In  Czecho- 
slovakia a  good  medium  crop  is  expected. 

Hons  have  developed  well  in  Hungary  and  prospects  are  good,  according 
to  Consul  Reineck. 


TOBACCO 

Difficulty  in  preparing  the  seed  beds  for  tobacco  in  some  parts  of  Porto 
Rico  because  of  excessive  rain  is  reported  by  a  trade  journal.     Stripping  was 
also  delayed  as  the  tobacco  could  not  be  dried. 

Tne  Deli  leaf  or  Sumatra  wrapper  crop  of  Sumatra  is  expected  to  be  much 
lower  in  quality  this  year  than  the  crop  harvested  during  the  last  few  years, 
reports  Consul  Sydney  Redecker .     The  amount  is  expected  to  be  about  equal  to 
last  year  1 s  crop. 
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LONDON  BUTTER  MARKET  FIRM.  -  A  quiet  but  firm  butter  market  was  re- 
ported on  September  11  by  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  London. 
Quotations  reflect  the  firmness  of  the  British  butter  market  in  a  slight 
but  consistent  advance  on  all  descriptions  of  butter  over  the  previous 
week,  in  keeping  with  the  advance  in  New  York.     Danish  and  Dutch  at  47.8 
and  47.2  cents  are  now  slightly  above  92  score  in  New  York  at  47  cents, 
while  best  Colonial  ranges  from  42  to  43.7.    Approximately  8  million  pounds 
of  butter  were  afloat  on  September  5  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia.  A 
detailed  statement  of  prices  in  Copenhagen,  London  and  New  Ycrk  for  recent 
weeks  appears  on  page  387. 

LIGHT  BRITISH  FORK  IMPORTS.  -  At  62,944,000  pounds,  British  bacon 
imports  for  August  1925  showed  a  decrease  of  about  5,200,CC0  pounds  below 
imports  for  the  preceding  month,  and  13,000,000  pounds  below  the  figure  for 
a  year  ago,  according  to  E.  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at 
London.     Receipts  from  the  United  States  and  Denmark  were  below  those  of 
July  1925,  and  of  August  1924,  while  receipts  from  Canada  at  13,104,000 
pounds  have  remained  constant  for  the  last  three  months,  and  somewhat  above 
the  corresponding  months  of  1924.     Lard  imports  for  August  at  14,329,000 
pounds  were  the  lowest  since  January  1924,  with  the  exception  of  September 
of  that  year.     The  August  1925  figure  is  10,000,000  pounds  under  the  pre- 
ceding month,  and  12,000,000  pounds  below  that  of  August  1924. 

GERMAN  PORK  PRICES  STRENGTHEN. -  At  $19.77  per  hundred  pounds,  hogs 
at  Berlin  for  the  week  ending  September  9,  reached  the  highest  point  since 
early  March,  according  to  W,  A.  Schoenfeld,  Berlin  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.     Lard  at  Hamburg  also  showed  strength,  the  price 
cf  $20.40  per  100  pounds  being  higher  than  any  other  week  since  March  with 
the  exception  of  July  29.    Receipts  of  hogs  at  14  markets  showed  a  slight 
decline.     See  page  387. 

MEXICAN  SISAL  SELLS  AT  OLD  RATE. -  After  lowering  the  price  to  8  3/8 
cents  per  pound  for  July  shipments,  Mexican  sisal  interests  replaced  the  old 
rate  of  8-1/2  cents  aboard  ship  at  Progreso  for  August  sales,  according  to 
a  cable  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  H.  C.  Vogenitz.  The 
price  to  growers  dropped  to  6-i/2  cents  in  August  against  6-3/4  certs  re- 
ceived during  June  and  July.    August  shipments  totaled  62,960  bales  of  which 
58,060  bales  were  for  American  account.     July  shipments  reached  61,619 
bales  of  which  40,754  came  to  the  United  States.     Many  of  the  August  ship- 
ments were  purchased  at  the  lower  July  r£.te  for  future  delivery.     Stocks  on 
September  1  amounted  to  50,945  bales  against  40,777  on  August  1.

NEW  SOUTH  /WALES,  AUSTRALIA:  .  Earlier  reports  of  exceptionally  good 
lambing  u.*e  confirmed  by  a  Reuter  cablegram'  to  the' London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Journal  of  August  14.    Autumn,  and  winter  lambing  in  1925  (March- 
August)  is  officially  estimated  at  8,222,000,.  compared  with  7,426,000  in 
1924,  an  increase  of  11  per  cent.     Spring  lambing  is  estimated  at  3,596,000 
against  3.301,000  in  1924,  making' an  increase  of  12  per  cent.     All  the 
lambings  for  this  year  were  larger  'than  for  any  other  year  of  the  1919  to 
1925  period.     Detailed  figures  appear  on  page  385. 

VICTORIA,  AUSTRALIA:     The  number  of  sheep  in  Victoria  on  January  1, 
1925  amounted  to  18,342,254  compared  with  16,756,101  on  the  same  date  of 
1924  or  an  increase  of , 1, 586, 163,  according  to-  the  Pastoral  Review  of  July 
16,  1925.    About  17  per  cent  of  the  sheep  in  Australia  are  raised  in  Vic- 
toria    Cattle  decreased  0.3_per  cent  compared  with. 1924  and  horses  de- 
creased 2.6  per  cent.    Detailed  figures  will  be  found  on  page  385.

CANADA:     Cold  storage  holdings  of 'beef  and  mutton  in  Canada  on 
August  1,  1925  were  larger  than  at  the  .same  date  last  year  and  the  quantity 
of  beef  on  hand  was  greater  than  for  the  five  year  average  for  that  date. 
Total  pork  stocks  were  approximately  9  per  cent  less  than  at  the  same  date 
of  1924,  although  about  19  per  cent  greater  than  for  the' five  year  period. 
Total  mutton  and  lamb  stocks  in  cold  storage  are  48  per  cent  greater  than 
on  August  1  of  last  year.     Detailed  figures  will  be  found  on  page  386;  1 

■  HEW  ZEALAND:    Supplies  of  New.  Zealand  beef ,  mutton  and  pork  in  Brit- 
ish and  Continental  markets  were  heavier  for  the  season  November  1  -  June 
30,  1924-25,  than  for  the  preceding  season,  according  to  the  Third  Annual 
Report  of  the  New  Zealand  Meat  Producers  Board.     Lamb  shipments  show  a 
slight  decrease.     Although  the  demand  for  fat  lambs  has  been  well  sustained, 
there  have  been  plenty  available  without  tbe  sacrifice  of  reserves  of  good 
ewe  lambs,  such  as  occurred  during  the  past  few  seasons.    Freezing  companies 
handling  only  meat  are  expected  to  show  the  best  returns  for  the  season, 
since  it  has  not  beon  necessary  for  them  to  absorb  losses  in  connection  with 
wool  and  pelts  in  addition  to  the  losses  resulting  from  decreased'  meat 
prices.     See  page  385.

PERSIA:     The  1925  Spring' wool  clip  in  the  Kharasan  district  is  esti- 
mated at  1,650,000  pounds,  against  2,400,000  pounds  for  last  year.  This 
is  a  decrease  of  nearly  1,000,000  pounds  in  one  of  the  most  important  wool 
districts  of  Persia.     The  loss  is  attributed  to  the  scarcity  of  rain  in 
March  and  April. 
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YUGOSLAVIAN  PRUNE  FXPHTS  A2TD  ERIC3S.-  "Jugoslavia,  will  export 
44,000  short  tons  of  oriel  prunes  in  1925,  according  to  a  cable  received 
in  the  Department  of  Agrirpltrxe  from  G.  G.  Haas,  i&erican  igripJ-l^ral 
Commissioner  at  Vienra.    Of  the  total,  Bornia  will  ship  11,000  and  Serbia 
33,000  short  tens.     Contracts  are  now  "being  made  on  a  c.i.f.  "basis  for 
prunes  of  good  size  and  quality,  with  prices  showing  little  .fluctuation. 
Bosnian  quotations  on  sacks  as  of  September  3,  for  Sep';e;rher  delivery,  in 
certs  per  pound  were:     sizes  70/75,  5.4;  80/85,  4/8;  9S/l£0,  4.4.  When 
packed  in  po2.es  of  27  and  55  pounds,,  an  additional  charge  of  7/10  cent 
per  pound  i:-:  male  on  each  grade  of  fruit. 

GOOD  ET1P.CPEAN  CEAJTBSFBt  CHOP.  -  Norway,  Sweden,  Finland  and  the 
Ealtic  States  report  a  large  wild  cranberry  crop  of  good  quality,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  from  W.  A-  Schoenfeld,  American  ^rieu'Ltprai  Co-iviissioner 
at  Eerlio.     On  German  markers,  Finland  and  Esthonia  are  expected  to  be 
the  major  competitors  with  the  United  States  as  the  result  of  the  low  ex- 
change rates  on  those  currencies. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA  APPLES  MOVING  TO  MARKET. -  Mcintosh  apples  in  the 
Okanagan  Valley  of  British  Columbia  are  expected  to  reach  the  market  about 
September  10,  according  to  E.  L.  Harris,  American  Consul  General  at  Van- 
couver.   Wealthy  and  Coxe  Orange  have  been  moving  to  packing  houses  since 
the  last  week  in  August. 

SMYRNA  RAISINS  SHOW  DECREASE .  -  The  new  crop  of  Smyrna  raisins  is 
estimated  at  66,138,000  pounds ,  a  decrease  of  42  per  cent  as  oompared  with 
the  1924  crop  of  114,633,200  pounds.     In  the  same  report  Consul  Hona'ke-r 
states  that  the  fig  crop  will  he  aborit  39,682,800  pounds,  a  doorcase  of 
33  per  cent  below  last  year's  crop  of  59,524,200  pounds. 

FEWER  GREEK  FIGS. -  The  Greek  fig  crop  of  1925  is  estimated  at  about 
26,880,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  5,003,750  pounds  below  last  year's  esti- 
mate of  31,883,750  pounds.     Consul  Donegan  also  reports  that  the  quality 
of  this  year's  figs  is  fully  equal  to  that  of  normal  years. 

HUNGARIAN  FRUIT  DAMAGED . -  The  fruit  crop  in  Hungary  promised  well 
but  the  storms  of  August  3rd  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  d;       a.  Consul 
Reineck  reports  that  the  best  crops  are  expected  of  plums,  apples  and 
English  v/alnutc.     Pears  and  peaches  will  yield  a  poorer  crop.     The  grape 
crop  is  estimated  at  somewhat  below  medium  due  to  the  damage  caused  by  the 
weather . 

FRUIT  FAILURES  IN  PERSIA.  -  In  Persia  the  districts  of  Ururaia  <?nd 
Tabriz  report  that  the  fruit  crop  is  nearly  a  total  failure  according  to  a 
report  from  Consul  Macvitty.     These  two  districts  iisually  supply  the  largest 
quantity  of  dried  fruits  and  raisins  for  export. 
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RUSSIAN  GRAIN  SITUATION. -  A  Russian  source  estimates  the  1925 
wheat  crop  of  that  country  to  he  nearly  double  the.  crops  of  1924  and 
1923,  and  only  about  13  per  cent  below  the  average  of  five  years  pre- 
ceding the  war.     The  1925  rye  crop  is  also  said  to  show  an  increase 
over  that  of  last  year  and  also  over  the  prewar  average.     It  is  quite 
likely  that  the  Soviet  Government  will  encourage  grain  exportation,  but 
without  destroying  the  reserves  as  was  done  two  years  ago.     Russian  agri- 
cultural production  is  undoubtedly  recovering  from  its  post-war  slump, 
but  it  has  not  yet  regained  its  prewar  volume  with  the  possible  excep- 
tion of  rye  and  corn.     The  consistent  recovery  in  itself  is  more  sig- 
nificant than  the  actual  size  of  a  current  crop.     With  the  return  of 
exportable  surpluses  in  Russia  in  a  year  of  generally  heavy  rye  produc- 
tion, it  is  expected  that  the  relatively  higher  value  of  wheat  in  the 
world  markets  will  result  in  a  tendency  in  Russia  to  increase  the  con- 
sumption of  rye  thereby  providing  more  wheat  to  exchange  for  imports  of 
materials  and  machinery.     See  page  359. 

GERMAN  ECONOMIC  NOTES. -  The  recent  reduction  of  60  per  cent  in 
the  German  merchandising  turnover  tax,  effective  October  I,  is  signifi- 
cant in  so  far  as  it  may  affect  the  consumption  of  American  agricultural 
products  in  that  country.     According  to  W.  A.  Scbbenfeld,  Berlin  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,   the  tax  reduction  is  expected 
to  offset  somewhat  the  increased  living  costs  attributed  to  the  pending 
imposition  of  the  new  German  tariff  schedule.     There  has  already  been  an 
upward  movement  in  wholesale  prices  and  German  manufacturers  are  antici- 
pating increased  production  costs  in  the  form  of  demands  for  higher  wages, 
if  food  prices  advance  materially.     A  general  improvement,  however,  has 
been  noticeable  in  the  employment  situation  up  tc  mid-August  with  the 
exception  of  the  textile  industry,  which  is  still  in  a  relatively  unfav- 
orable position.     High  manufacturing  costs  render  competition  difficu.it. 
The  situation  may  have  some  significance  in  the  question  of  German  demand 
for  raw  cotton  and  other  fibers.     See  page  360. 

FIRM  SICILIAN  ALMOND  MARKET. -  A  virtual  exhaustion  of  Sicilian 
almond  stocks  is  cited  as  the  reason  for  a  continued  firm  market  with  a 
strengthening  tendency,  despite  the  dull  export  business  of  July  and 
August,  according  to  E.  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at 
London.     The  abundant  new  crops  in  other  prodixcing  areas  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean Basin  have  not  as  yet  caused  any  reduction  in  Sicilian  quotations. 
A  1925  crop  estimated  as  being  one-third  below  average  bas  also  influ- 
enced the  present  position  of  Sicilian  almonds.     A  cold  spring  has  de- 
layed development  to  the  extent  of  postponing  the  harvest  until  mid- 
September.     See  page  361. 
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THE  RUSSIAN  GRAIN  SITUATION. 

While  reports  as  to  the.  acreage  and  condition  of  Russian  grain 
crops  are  still  somewhat  conflicting,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  the 
1925  production  of  all  important  grains  will  he  larger  than  in  1924  and 
probably  larger  than  in  any  year  since  the  World  War.    Russian  agricul- 
ture is  unquestionably  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  years  of  war 
and  revolution  but  even  the  most  optimistic  estimates  of  the  1925  crop 
are  below  the  average  production  of  the  five  years  just  preceding  the 
war,  with  the  possible  exceptions  of  rye  and  corn. 

An  estimate  of  the  Russian  wheat  crop  of  1925,  published  in 
Russia  on  August  20,  places  the  production  at  660,000,000  bushels,  or 
practically  double  the  production  of  1923  and  1924,  and  only  100,000,000 
bushels  below  the  five  year  pre-war  average  for  the  same  area.  While 
the  Soviet  Government  will  probably  encourage  grain  exportation,  in  order 
to  increase  .its  trade  balance  in  foreign  countries  and  make  possible 
larger  imports  of  materials  and  machinery,  it  is  not  expected  that  they 
will  repeat  the  mistake  of  two  years  ago,  when  no  reserve  was  retained 
as  protection  against  the  danger  of  a  short  crop  in  the  following  year. 
Stocks  at  present  are  low  and  lower  prices  are  expected  to  increase  con- 
sumption. ,  : 

The  rye  crop  of  Russia  this  year  is  estimated  to  be  819,000,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  674,000,000  bushels  last  year  and  a  pre-war 
average  of  750,000,000.     In  1923-24  both  rye  and  wheat  were  exported  but 
this  year  it  is  reported  that  the  people  will  be  encouraged  to  increase 
rye  consumption  and  to  export  wheat  instead  because  of  the  higher  value 
per  unit  of  weight  and  the  market  for  rye  in  other  European  countries  is 
likely  to  be  poor  because  of  the  larger  crop  now  being  harvested  in  these 
countries. 

The  recovery  of  production  in  Russia  indicated  by  these  reports 
in  the  long  run  is  more  significant  than  the  actual  size  of  this  year's 
crop.     The  increased  production  this  year  as  compared  to  last  is  account- 
ed for  in  a  large  part  by  the  favorable  weather  conditions  which  prevailed 
in  the  spring  and  summer,  but  it  is  also  in  some  degree  the  resv.lt  of  an 
increase  in  the  area  planted.     The  area  sown  to  all  grain  in  present 
Russian  territory  for  this  year's  crop  is  estimated  to  be  194,000,000 
acres,  compared  with  186,000,000  last  year,  and  126,000,000  acres  in  1921. 
This  shows  a  marked  recovery  since  1921,  but  the  area  is  still  39.0C0.000 
acres  below  the  area  in  grain  in  1913.    Estimates  as  to  the  area  seeded 
in  the  different  grain  crops  for  this  season  are  not  yet  available  but 
production  figures  indicate  that  the  greatest  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  recovery  of  rye  and  that  the  corn  crop  has  even  more  than  recovered. 
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GERMAN  ECONOMIC  NOTES. 

Reduction  in  German  Turnover  Tax:-  The  German  turnover  tax,  a 
tax  levied  by  the  government  on  each  sale  of  merchandise  as  it  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  various  dealers  to  the  consumer,  will  "be  re- 
duced on  October  first  from  2-1/2%  to  ifo  according  to  a  report  received 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  V/m.  A. 
Schoenfeld,  Berlin.     This  reduction  in  taxes  is  expected  to  offset  par- 
tially the  probable  higher  cost  of  living  caused  by  the  increased  food 
tariffs-    As  a  result  of  the  high  food  prices  prevailing  in  Germany  an 
official  commission  has  been  created  to  investigate  the  margins  between 
prices  paid  by  consumers  and  prices  received  by  producers. 

There  was  a  slight  wholesale  price  increase  in  Germany  during  the 
first  two  weeks  of  August.    According  to  the  German  Statistical  Bureau 
the  cost  of  living  index  was  higher  during  the  month  of  July  than  at  any 
time  during  the  past  six  months.     In  all  likelihood  increases  in  the 
wholesale  price  index  will  be  reflected  in  a  still  higher  cost-of-living 
level.     It  is  claimed  by  some  that  the  higher  wholesale  price  level  was 
brought  about  by  the  anticipated  passage  of  the  higher  customs  tariff. 

German  manufacturers  anticipate  demands  for  higher  wages  and  un- 
avoidably higher  manufacturing  costs  if  food  prices  advance  materially. 
Industrial  interests  complain  now  that  high  production  costs  make  it 
practically  impossible  to  compete  on  the  world  markets.     Hence  these  in- 
terests can  be  expected  to  watch  closely  any  developments  which  may  tend 
to  increase  living  costs  in  the  country. 

German  Unemployment  Decreasing:-  Still  further  general  improve- 
ment in  the  employment  situation  up  to  mid-August  is  reported  for  Germany 
by  Mr.   Schoenfeld.     In  some  branches  of  industry,  however,  particularly 
in  the  heavy  and  raw  material  industries,  unemployment  is  still  notice- 
able.    The  textile  industry  also  has  been  threatened  with  serious  labor 
difficulties  which  may  result  in  greater  numbers  of  idle  workers  if  an 
early  settlement  cannot  be  effected.     On  August  15th  it  is  reported  that 
between  5,000  and  6,000  textile  workers  were  on  strike. 

Textile  Industry  Still  Unimproved:-  The  German  textile  industry, 
hampered  by  labor  troubles,  high  production  costs  and  credit  difficulties 
is  still  in  a  relatively  unfavorable  position,  according  to  Mr.  Schoenfeld. 
The  high  manufacturing  costs  of  the  German  spinners  and  cotton  goods  man- 
ufacturers make  it  difficult  to  compete  with  English  and  Czechoslovakian 
manufacturers.     The  demand  for  finished  summer  cotton  goods  is  reported 
as  brisk  while  demand  is  slack  for  heavier  fall  and  winter  goods.     A  firm 
cotton  market  continues  to  be  evident.     In  the  finished  goods  and  garment 
trade  several  firms  of  long  standing  are  in  financial  difficulty. 
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In  the  textile  iarea  surrctihdihg  7,oiz ,  Poland,  many  of  the  well 
established  textile  mills  are  in  financial  difficulties,  credit  being 
difficult  to  secure,  and  competition  with  Austria,  Czechs- Slovakia.,  and 
Italy  being  keen.  Some  of  the  mills  are  trans? erring  their  plants  to 
Rumania,  hoping  thereby  to  •  becoue  entrenched  in  the  P.o urn ani an  market. 
Other  mills  ere  seeking  to  reduce  their  costs  of  operation  by  increasing 
the  productivity  of  their  labor. 


FIRM  SICILIAN  ALMOND  MARKET 

Die  Sicilian  almond  market  remains  firm,  with  a  strengthening 
tendency  despite  the  face  that  the  export  business  has  been  dull  during 
July  and  August,  according  to  E .  A.  Etley,  .American  Agricultural  Commis- 
sioner at  London.     At  the  same  time,  Spain,  Portugal,  Morocco  and  Majorca 
are  offering  their  new  crops  at  figures  considerably  below  those  of  Sicily 
and  Bari. 

The  virtual  exhaustion  of  Sicilian  stocks  is  cited  as  the  sustain- 
ing factorv,  a  condition  heretofore  unknown,  to  the  trade.     Scarcely  1,000 
bales  of  220  pounds  of  shelled  nuts  were  on  hand  late  in  August,  against 
some  25,000  to  30,000  bales  available  at  the  seme  time  last  year.  Esti- 
mates of  the  1925  crop  have  been  steadily  lowered  until  now  the  .new  crop 
is  put  at  106,000  bales  of  shelled  nuts,  a  reduction  of  1/3  below  an  aver- 
age crop  of  160,000  bales.    A  full  crop  is  placed  at  250, COO  bales.  Owing 
to  cold  weather  in  the  spring  and  early  summer,   the  crop  is  still  on  the 
trees  and  will  not  appear  in  the  market  until  mid-September,  nearly  a  month 
later  than  usual.     In  mid-August,  new-crop  avolas  were  quoted  f.o  b.  Sicily 
at  43  cents  per  pound  for  September  -  October  delivery.     At  ths  sane  period, 
1924  Palma  Girenti  nuts  were  bringing  38  cents  per  pound,  and  the  same 
amount  for  September  -  October  delivery  of  the  1925  crop.     The  following 
quotations  as  of  a  week  or  so  later,   illustrate  the  rising  tendency.

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IMPORTS  OP  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

The  value  of  imports  of  agricultural  products  into  the  United  States 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925  was  $2,283,000,000,  as  Compared  with 
$2,091,000,000  in  the  preceding  year.     Corresponding  figures  for  agricultural 
exports  published  on  August  31,  1925  were  $2,437,000,000  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1925  and  $2,030,000,000  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  items  showing  the  greatest  increases  in  value  in  1924-25  over 
1923-24  are  rubber,  coffee  and  wool.     All  three  of  these  commodities  have  had 
a  higher  unit  value  in  the  past  year  than  in  the  year  before  and  in  the  case 
of  coffee  there  was  a  decrease  of  150,000,000  lbs.  in  imports  with  an  increase 
of  $60,000,000  in  value.     The  only  commodity  showing  a  large  absolute  decrease 
in  value  was  sugar.     Por  this  coiGmodity  the  unit  value  was  lower,  so  that  im- 
ports increased  574,000  short  tons  while  decreasing  $84,000,000  in  value. 

The  value  of  shipments  to  the  United  States  from  Hawaii  was  slightly 
smaller  in  the  past  year  than  in  the  year  before,  because  of  the  lower  unit 
value  of  sugar,  which  accounts  for  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  all  shipments. 
Canned  pineapple  shipments,  which  account  for  nearly  all  of  the  other  ^-rd' 
increased  from  258,000,000  to  298,000,000  lbs.  and  in  value  from  $23,000,000 
to  $30,000,000. 

From  Porto  Rico  also  sugar  is  the  chief  item  in  shipments,  accounting 
for  75  per  cent  of  the  total  value.     For  the  past  year  sugar  shipments  from 
Porto  Rico  amounted  to  571,386  short  tons,  as  compared  with  371,751  short 
tons  in  1923-24.     The  corresponding  values  were  $53,000,000  and  $48,000,000.
